to the controversy7put "themselves in com- 
munication with the parties to the controversy 
and shall use their best efforts by mediation 
and conciliation to amicably settle the same; 
and If such efforts shall be unsuccessful, shall 
at once endeavor to bring about an arbitration

Rev. Mr. Maxwell said: The good that 


Douglass has done will live as long as 
memory and will increase, as the years 
go by. Ho belonged to a class that 
believes in great names, and in the 
galaxy of great names none will shine 
with greater brightness nor will in- 
crease more in luster. His life exem- 
plified not only the possibilities .of an 
American youth, but the possibility of 
the Afro-American youths. His life is
